THEY DID IT OPENLY 

At least it can be said for the members of 
the Alberta legislature that when they raised 
their pay they did it openly and above-board. 
Those favoring the boost took the responsibility, 
and taxpayers who are disposed to be critical 
know where to place the blame. Those opposed 
to the increase were put under no sort of back 
stage pressure to keep quiet and let the resolu- 
tion slip through without protest. 

It is not so that indemnities are commonly 
raised in legislatures, or in parliament. The 
usual procedure is to circulate among members 
of all parties what is called a “round robin,” and 
which is nothing more or less than a pledge to 
railroad the raise with a minimum of discussion 
and as little attention as possible from the pub- 
lic. In other words, the members “gang up” 
on the taxpayers and put over the boost with 
neatness and despatch. 

For whatever reason, these gum-shoe tactics 
were not employed in the Alberta legislature last 


week. This may have been because the pro- | 


ponents preferred to not use that method. It may 
be that the antis would not agree to a con- 
spiracy of silence. Whichever the fact, the open 


way of going about the thing is commendable | 


on every consideration and the members deserve 
credit for keeping clear of the quite common but 
shady practice on such occasions. 


A NEEDED SAFEGUARD 


The municipal law committee of the legis- 
lature struck out of the proposed amendments to 
the Edmonton charter a clause which would have 
made it necessary for a new-comer to reside in 
the city for two years before qualifying for city 
relief. 

The deletion was made on the assurance of 
the Minister of municipal affairs that general 
legislation on the subject will be introduced. 
Pending which, he argued with reason, it would 
not be wise to grant specific changes in the 
present arrangement to one city. He added, this 
general legislation might not in all respects 
coincide with Edmonton's request. 

It is to be hoped that, whatever these differ- 
ences may be, the two-year probationery period 


will be allowed. The matter is of very great | 


importance to Edmonton, and to Calgary, and 
probably also to the other cities. These have 
gained population during the depression years at 
the expense of lengthened relief rolls, increased 
taxation, mounting debts and a smaller margin 
of solvency. And the influx is still going on. 
This city-ward movement has been out of all 
proportion to the opportunities for employment 
in the cities. It has proceeded most notably when 
it was matter of common knowledge that em- 
ployment in the cities could’ not be expected 
by incomers. The hope in a good many cases 


must have been to get on city relief, not to get 


city work. In justice to city taxpayers the one- 
year qualifying term for relief applicants should 
have been extended five or six years ago. 
THE PADLOCK LAW 

The disqualification of the Alberta press bill 
by the Supreme Court of Canada, and the reas- 
oning of the judges therefor, suggest the same 
fate awaits the padlock law of Premier Duples- 


sis if that enactment should ever get before the | 


tribunal. And these supply the Minister of 


Justice with a solid legal basis on which to rec- | 


ommend that the law be disallowed by the 
Dominion. 

The Alberta bill was thrown out because it 
threatened to interfere with freedom of dis- 
cussion; which the judges held is an essential 
condition of parliamentary government, and an 
inherent right of Canadian citizens. On both 
counts the padlock law obviously falls equally 
under condemnation. 

There is the added circumstance that while 
the press bill threatened interference with free 
discussion, the padlock law has actually effected 
such interference; and to a degree as inconsist- 


ent with any conception of property rights as 
with the right of discussion. The Alberta bill 
never became law. The padlock bil! has been 
proclaimed law and enforced as law, to the sup- 
pression of debate, the prevention of assembly, 


the confiscation of books and periodicals, and 
the closing of premises against use of the owners. 

It is to be supposed the people of Quebec have 
the same basic right to discuss public matters 
as have the people of Alberta. And that if de- 
nial of that right in Alberta would be inimical 
to parliamentary government, denia! of the right 


in Quebec is no less a blow to the proper work- | 


ing of the parliamentary system, 


THE NATION 

As the Supreme Court of Canada interprets 
the constitution, the Dominion of Canada is 4 
nation, with a central authority supported by 
and answerable to the people of the country at 
large; not a mere congeries of quasi-independ- 
ent and loosely related provinces. 

The court is an interpreter of law, not of 
public opinion, But there cannot be much doubt 
that the set-up which the Court says does 
actually exist is also the set-up which the over 
whelming majority of Canadians want to exist 
and intend shall continue to exist. 

There heve been many occasions when in one

province or another feeling ran strongly against 
a Dominion Government, on some issue. But 
within memory there has never been a time 
when a provincial government was elected on a 
policy of secession, nor a time when anti-Dom- 
inion sentiment reached dangerous proportions 
| in any province. 
| As Canadians of today watch the drift of 
world events they must be more, not legs, aware 
of the wisdom of unity and the folly of cleavage. 
Jealous as they always have been, and should be, 
of the rights of the provinces to deal with inter- 
ests allocated to them under the constitution, the 
trend of international affairs must make them 
more concerned than they have been about pre« 
serving to the central Government the rights 
and powers conferred upon it and the general 
authority necessary to national existence, secur- 
ity and welfare. 

The overhaul of the constitution to be made 
following the investigations of the Rowell Com- 
mission, will it is to be supposed more clearly 
define the boundaries between provincial and 
federal responsibilities. That, history has shown, 
is more necessary to prevent provincial en- 
croachment on the federal jurisdiction than to

FOOD SHORTAGE IN WARTIME 
It is known that the Food (Defence Plans) 
Department has drawn up a scheme for food 
distribution and rationing, but not whether 
this Departinent has done anything to organize 
supplies. There seems therefore to be a case 


for greater publicity about what has been done, 
for wider investigation into what could be done 
to increase home production, and for a decision 
in good time upon the question of storage. None 
of these measures is an alternative to the vig 
orous pursuit of rearmament for much of their 
efficiency depend upon the protection which 
the defence forces can give. As Sir Thomas 
Inskip hinted, priority may well have had to 
be given to the expansion and re-equipment 
of those forces. But the public has recently and 
repeatedly been assured that this primary task 
is well under way, and it may well be possible 
to direct the main impetus of re-organization 
towards matters which are secondary in time, 
though not in importance, in any comprehen- 
sive scheme of national defence.—The Times, 
London. 


HANDS ACROSS THE PACIFIC 

The concept of “hands across the Pacific” is 
receiving fresh recognition and support. The 
visit of the American squadron will help to 
strengthen the bonds of understanding between 
Australians and Americans by direct contact, 
and that, too, at the fitting time of the celebra- 
tion of our national anniversary. The American 
warships will be coming at a time when Anglo- 
American co-operation is being realized by the 
negotiations for a trade agreement with which 
Australia has a direct concern. Our own trade 
relations with the United States, it s gratifying 
to feel, will also be on a better footing, or, at 
least, in the process of improvement, by a 
change in the policy of restricting American 
imports which was initiated last year. The an- 
nounced visit of the American squadron is a 
timely reminder that Australia and America are 
linked most closely together as strategic neigh- 
bors in the Pacific, neighbors fortunately with 
similar interests and parallels in foreign policy. 
—Sydney Herald. 


INACTION IS SAFETY 
Centenaries usually evoke some sort of cele- 
bration; but Geneva was wise not to attempt 


anything of the sort for the hundredth session 
of the Council of the League of Nations. The 
best that its supporters can find to say about it 
is that, at least, it has not yet been scrapped. 
Unlike a certain famous Fred, “who was alive 
and is dead,” the League is neither alive nor 
dead. But the same verdict applies to both of 
them: “There’s no more to be said.” No more— 
except, perhaps this. The League has failed; 
but some day in the future, under happier con- 
ditions and on a more practical basis, another 
attempt at international co-operation may be 
made, for which the existing machinery will be 
useful. To scrap the product of so much money 
and brains would be as though a farmer were 
to break up his binder because his corn for the 
year had failed. Let us, therefore, retain the 
League, but take care to keep it ineffective. Any 
serious action from it in its present state would 
not only imperil the world’s delicate equilib- 
rium, but promote its own collapse. I hope that 
the Council wili do neither in the course of this, 
its hundredth session.—Truth (London). 


WHY HE QUIT 


Three outstanding reasons for Rt. Hon. An- 
thony Eden’s resignation from the important 
office of Great Britain’s Foreign Secretary are 
now clear: 1. He has been fighting with might 
and main to stop the present drift of Europe to- 
ward conflict and has not had the co-operation 
of his colleagues to which he was entitled. 2. 
He has had to fight the reactionary bloc in the 
cabinet of which he was a member. 3. His most 
stubborn obstacle to the success of his labors 
for peace has been the attitude of Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain toward Italy and Germany.

MARIJUANA 

The Federal Government does well to take 
immediate steps to put an end to the culture of 
marijuana in this country, save under the most 
strict supervision, and then only for scientific 
or commercial purposes. The real danger trom 
this devilish stuff is not that its effects are any 
woree than those of a number of other narcotics, 
notably cocaine or heroin, but that the latter 
are highly refined drugs, made by a complicated 
scientific process, and cannot be produced by 
the addict, whereas the “hemp” weed will ap- 
parently grow in any fence corner and no skill 
is required to prepare its leaves for burning in 
the cigarettes from which all the trcuble comes.

Hemorrhoids are responsible for much dis- 
comfort. Not only are they capable of produc- 
ing local discomfort which is very annoying, but 
they also seem to have a profound effect in pro- 
ducing nervousness. When the patient is both- 
ered by any form of nervousness it is important | 
to make sure that no rectal irritation exists, and | 
when it is found to be present it must be over- | 
come before expecting the nervous symptoms to | 
disappear. There are few parts of the body | 
where the nerves are so sensitive and so easily 
influenced by irritation as they are in this area. 

A hemorrhoid is a swelling occurring in the 
rectal region produced by an unnatural stretch- 
ing of a vein. Our word hemorrhoid is a com- 
bination of two words meaning “blood” and “to 
flow” and was applied to this kind of swelling 
because of the fact that an occasional flow of 
blood is one of the common symptoms. The 
layman refers to these swollen veins as “piles.” 
Usually, several hemorrhoids tend to form at 
the same time. 

These enlargeménts are produced by an in- 
terference with the normal flow of blood away 
from the rectum. The veins in this area are 
especially likely to enlarge because they do not 
contain the usual valves found in other veins 
which keep the blood from flowing. 


By far the most common cause of hemorr- 
hoids is sluggish elimination. Those who are 
forced to strain to secure an elimination must 
necessarily produce an irritation sooner or later, 
and the pressure of the accumulated material 
will also serve to stop the flow of blood away 
from the rectal region. The fng-continued use 
of laxatives may play a contributing part, and 
the same is true of a sluggish portal circulation. 

There are two types of hemorrhoids, the in- 
ternal and the external. The internal appear to 
produce the more marked nervous symptoms, 
although they are not so noticeable locally At 
first the interna] hemorrhoids are not visible 
but as they become larger, they may come down 
or protrude. The patient describes a sensation 
of heat, burning.or stinging. In some cases of 
internal hemorrhoids, the first symptom is a mild 


the patient may experience such a feeling of 
irritation that he finds it painful to sit for any 
length of time. The external type of hemorrhoid 
occurs on the outside, as the name implies. 

In the treatment of hemorrhoids, the most 
important single factor to consider is the relief 
of constipation. The patient is to adopt a better 
diet and in the meantime is to rely upon plain 
warm water enemas, taken daily. The use of the 
hot Sitz bath will often provide relief from the 
local discomfort. 

In mild cases, the ice treatment will prove 
effective. In the more severe cases, local treat- 
ment such as the injection method may be ad- 
visable and these local treatments often provide 
lasting results. The injection method is now be- 
ing used successfully in selected cases. 

However, the injection method requires both 
skill and experience on the part of the physician 
givng the treatment. This method is reported 
as being particularly good in obliterating bleed- 
ing hemorrhoids and several of these swellings 
may be treated in one office treatment.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Mrs. T. B. Q. asks: “Could the 
fact that I have ‘hot flashes,’ which are worse 
at night, be due to my age? I am 46.” 

ANSWER—Hot flashes are one of the com- 
mon symptoms of the menopause or change of 
life. As a symptom, they are annoying but not 
particularly serious. These flashes usually cease 
at the end of the menopause period. Very often, 
such hot flashes become less troublesome when 
the patient adopts good habits of living and con- 
tinue to follow them. There is no particular 
treatment which will provide relief from hot 
flashes in every case, and it is best to rely upon 
raising the general health. Regular exercise, 
proper diet, good elimination and a mental view- 
point free from worry or anxiety will bring 
about an improvement in your condition. My 
article on the menopause is called From Forty 
to Fifty and will be sent to any woman desiring 
a copy, who writes to me and encloses a large, 
self-addressed, stamped envelope.

ANSWER: The desired reduction of the hips 
would be brought about by any of the activities 
you mention. A brisk walk of four or five miles 
a day offers one of the best ways to reduce the 
hips and is probably the most effective kind of 
exercise for the purpose. By re-arranging your 
schedule, you should be able to walk part of 
the way both to and from work.

MORE TRAFFIC: FEWER ACCIDENTS 

The municipal authorities of the City of 
Minneapolis, in the United States, have just got 
their statistical report on street accidents. For 
the year 1930 this type of accident caused 94 
deaths, and nearly as many in each of the fol- 
lowi:., years. In 1937, in spite of an increase in 
traffic, the number of deaths caused by street 
accidents fell to 61, 20 less than in 1936 and 30 
less than in 1935. The traffic director attributes 
this very noticeable diminution to the strict 
observance of a new rule which limits the speed 
of automobiles in the streets of the city to 30 
miles an hour and which causes all vehicles to 
slow down conscientiously at al) turns. The rule 
was established, The police see that it is ob- 
served. The driver who breaks it has his li- 
cense cancelled. The recipe would be a good

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
Here is the story of the first 
counterfeiter in Canada. His name 
was Pierre Malidor, who arrived at 


Quebec in the summer of 1689 as 
a surgeon on a merchant ship; but 
he found the Quebec of that time 
decidedly cool to a visiting physi- 
cian. Only those licensed by the 
sovereign council and with back- 
ing at court in Paris had any show 
of securing patients. Then came the 
long cold winter of Quebec. Mali- 
dor had no money and no prospect 
of obtaining any honestly. But 
even a doctor without a practice 
must eat, so M. Malidor took the 
easiest way. He made money him- 
self. An expert penman, he forged 
11 cards (this was the winter when 
even the government had no specie 
and had resorted to the use of play- 
ing cards suitably inscribed as 
bills)—copying the signature of the 
treasurer of marine, M, de Verneuil, 
to 11 cards of four livres. each, 
which he negotiated through mere 
chants, receiving in exchange mer- 
chants’ vouchers or goods for the 
amount, 

When these cards were presented 
to the treasurer for payment, or 
their equivalent, the forgery was 
discovered, and M. Malidor was 
found “in company with a lovely 
lady and a plentiful supply of 
brandy,” and taken into custody by 
the town guard. There followed a 
trial, with all the formality of old 
France transferred to new France, 
Malidor had no defence except his 
plea of “a man needs must eat,” 
and he was found guilty, The dose
